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Conditions of Sale

- Rejection or Bips. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article 
offered, or which is merely a nominal or fractional advance, may be rejected by the 
auctioneer if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously.

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FOREWORD 


CHINESE PORCELAINS 


HE late Mr. Howard Reifsnyder was an intimate friend of Samuel 

S. Laird, who encouraged him to collect and esteem the porcelains of 

the East; many examples in the present catalogue were purchased by 
Mr. Reifsnyder from the Waggaman and the Laird collections. 

The enameled wares of the K’ang-hsi period are generally recognized 
as marking the apogee in achievement of Chinese decorative porcelains, and 
form a large class in the present collection. The three important famille 
verte baluster vases [Nos. 467, 468 and 476} and the rouleau vase [No. 
478} are excellent examples of their kind, and derive from the five-color 
ware of the preceding reign of Wan Li, also represented by several interest- 
ing specimens. 

An Imperial eight-peach plaque [No. 480] of the Yung Chéng period, 
superbly painted by one of the first masters of the time, is distinguished, 
again, by the beauty and delicate gradations of the coloring and the subtle 
economy employed in the design. Of the same period is an important garni- 
ture comprising a vase and two beakers decorated in the famille rose enamels 
[No. 475 }, together with a group of the brittle eggshell cabinet porcelains 
esteemed by collectors. These should be compared for quality of the body 
with the beautiful flour-white monochrome bowl [No. 512}, the so-called 
Yung Lo yao of the K’ang-hsi period, during which this particular tech- 
nique was first perfected. 

The numerous vessels of blue-and-white porcelain, which include two 
beakers | Nos. 544 and 545} and a Taoist oviform vase [No. 550], are 
admired above all for their fine pigmentation; the glistening quality of the 
sapphire-blue derived from the ores of cobalt also reached its perfection 
under the Emperor K’ang-hsi. A “hawthorn” jar [No. 539] epitomizes 
the noblest of all designs of this class. 

The small collection of monochromes contains the outstanding lang yao 
gallipot [No. 514} of the K’ang-hsi period, exquisite in proportion and 
voluptuously rich in texture; an apple-green vase of the Ming period [No. 
498]; a fine clair-de-lune ovoid vase { No. 513 } of the reign of Yung Chéng; 
and two of the much prized peachbloom water coupes [ Nos. 499 and 500] 
with their delicately penciled nien hao and air of exquisite fragility. 


There will also be offered a number of netsuke, inro, Japanese carved 
ivories, Chinese semi-precious mineral carvings and cloisonné plaques. 


ORIENTAL Rucs 


The Oriental rugs exhibited show a preference for the more virile 
formal designs of Asia Minor and the Caucasus, as contrasted with the 
suavity of Persian weaving. An exemplary group of about fifteen ancient 
prayer rugs of Ghiordes, Kulah and Ladik illustrates the unfailing color 
sense of the Anatolian craftsmen of the past and the permanence and beauty 
of the old vegetable dyes. The late seventeenth century Kulah [No. 106}, 
with its superb sky-blue field, scarlet spandrels and old-gold border, and the 
royal-blue and turquoise of the majestic Ghiordes [No. 111], should be 
contrasted with the familiar sang de boeuf fields of the old Ladik rugs, the 
finest reds produced outside the courts of Herat and Ispahan. 

The important eighteenth century carpet [No. 134}, with its imposing 
allover design of plaquettes in a sapphire-blue ground, is of a type once 
woven on the borders of Northern Persia and sometimes erroneously assigned 
to Kouba; the border is characteristically Persian in development, with its 
curving yellow Herati fronds. 

From the opposite confines of Persia is the beautiful rose-red carpet 
[No. 126}, a millefleurs design from the province of Kirman, with flowering 
rose-bushes, lilies and jasmines, song birds and precise rows of cypress trees, 
in ordered and symmetrical profusion; with it we contrast the art which 
produced the Herati carpet [No. 129}, also of the eighteenth century, with 
its conventional rendering of one of the leit motifs of Persian design. 

The one hundred and fifty rugs of the collection further include fine 
representative weaves of Kazak, Cabistan and Bergamo, several Serapi car- 
pets, a beautiful Joshaghan [No. 135] with the Mina Khani design, a 
twenty-foot Khiva Bokhara carpet, and rugs of Fereghan, Sehna and Tabriz. 


PAINTINGS 


The fourth session of the sale comprises sixty genre paintings of the 
nineteenth century European Schools, together with a few landscapes by 
American artists. We would direct attention to a study of sheep { No. 604}, 
by Cornelis van Leemputten, the fine William Shayer [ No. 605}, a charac- 
teristic head by the Russian Vassili Verestchagin [No. 577}, a Dupré, a 
Berne-Bellecour, and a portrait by Jean Gustave Jacquet.
